OKLAHOMA CITY — Forty-seven  arch- 
bishops, bishops and abbots filled the sanc- 
tuary of the Our Lady. of Perpetual Help 
Cathedral for the installation Jan. 5 of Bishop 
John R- Quinn as head of the Oklahoma City- 
Tulsa diocese. : 

Archbishop Luigi Raimondi, Apostolic 
Delegate to thé U.S., was the installing prelate. 
Others officiating included Archbishop Francis 
J. Furey of San Antonio and Bishop Leo T. Maher 
of San Diego. 


About 350 other priests in pews concelebrated 
the Mass of Installation with the bishops. Priests 
included a delegation from the San Diego 
diocese. 


THE MUSIC, led by a blend of high school 
choirs, was sung by the entire congregation, 
which included some of Oklahoma’s leading non- 
Catholic clergy. : 


The morning before his installation Bishop 
Quinn celebrated his first Mass in his new 
diocese at the cloistered Discalcea Carmelite 
convent here. 


“‘T thought it would be a nice gesture to go to 
them,’’ said the bishop. ‘‘The Sisters give wit- 
ness to one aspect of the Church’s life, which is a 
life of prayer.” : 

ON JAN. 3 BISHOP Quinn presented. his 
credentials as the fifth Ordinary of the state- 
wide diocese in a ceremony in the cathedral. 
They were accepted by Msgr. R. F. Harkin, 
vicar general, and Father Charles Schettler, 
chancellor. 


Bishop Quinn’s first offical act was to establish 
a 14-member Diocesan Priests’ Senate, com- 
pleting the work started by his predecesor, the 
late Bishop Victor J. Reed. 


The installation received extended coverage 

by the Oklahoma Journal and Oklahoma City 
- Times, with both secular dailies treating the 
event as front page news with special stories and 
colored photographs.

More comprehensive 


‘72 diocesan directory on sale

THE 1972 Catholic 
Directory of the San Diego 
diocese, just published by 
the Southern Cross, is more 
comprehensive than ever 
and ready for distribution. 


Its 236 pages are filled with 
facts and figures about the 
diocese’s 162 parishes, nine 
missions and many other 
institutions and agencies 
serving 547,000 Catholics in 
35,879 square miles. 


The directory includes 27 
pages of photographs of 
nearly all of the diocese’s 404 
priests. This ‘portrait’ 
feature — started in 1971 — 
proved so popular with 
priests and parishioners that 
is has been made more in- 
clusive. 


AND THE. directory’s 
“yellow pages’’ — they 
really are yellow — have 
also been expanded to in- 
clude virtually every priest 
and official Catholic 
telephone number in the 
four-county diocese. 

There are no ‘‘unlisted”’ 
numbers — even Bishop 
Leo T. Maher’s office num- 
ber is there. 


Churches, priests, in- 
stitutions and groups are 
listed in alphabetical order 
for quick phone number 
references. 

ALSO FOR the first time 
advertisers have been 
placed with listings of 
parishes in which they are 


located, instead of being 
segregated in one section of 
the book. 


The directory gives 
formation on the diocesan 
seminary (St. Francis), 
three religious order 
seminaries, one university 
(USD), 11 high schools and 
76 elementary schools. 


Its many other features 
include congregations of 
Sisters, their convents, 
schools or other places 
where they work, as well as 
hospitals, homes, retreat 
and other centers, and 
religious and social action 
agencies and apostolates. 

SEVEN priests ordained in 
1971 are listed; and four 
priests who died are included 
in the necrology. 


One new mission has been 
added to last year’s listing. It 
is St. Joseph’s in West- 
morland, Imperial county, 
served by the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary church in 
Niland, 

Parishes are recorded by 
cities in alphabetical order 
with boundaries and present 
and former pastors. 

CHURCHES also are listed 
under the county, again by 
city, and in chronological 
order of their founding dates. 

Other information includes 
a brief history of the diocese 
with its bishops and other 
officials. 

The directory has been

“Give until it hurts but 
there will be no pain,”’ is her 
motto. 


IT STARTED 20 years ago 
when she met two Mexican 
nuns from Tijuana shopping 
in a Safeway store and of- 
fered them $5. 


This simple act of charity 
became a “labor of love”’ 
that has given sustenance to 
the needy people of Tijuana’s 
riverbottom and brought 
eternal gratitude from the 
Franciscan Sisters of Our 
Lady of Peace who staff an 
aid center known as Casa de 
Probre (House of the Poor). 


The nuns shopping were 
Mother Caterina de Jesus 
Rodriguez, sister of former 
President Abelardo 
Rodriguez of Mexico and 
founder of the Franciscan 
Sisters of Our Lady of Peace, 
and Sister Evilia. Mother 
Caterina is now retired in the 
order’s convent in En- 
senada. 


THE MEXICAN nuns 
operate a clinic and com- 
missary and provide free 
meals for hundreds of 
families every week. 


Mrs. Murphy’s Christian 
gesture of 20 years ago 
mushroomed into a network 
of volunteer donors even 
outside the Chula Vista 
parish who remain active all 
year long. 


“We can’t do enough for 
the poor and the need is 


always great,” she says. “‘It 
took years to develop a good 
response, but once people 
are reached they feel kindly 
toward those less fortunate. 


“BUT I WISH this thing 
would boomerang because 
they are pretty desperate in 
Tijuana, especially in the 
riverbottom.”’ 

Msgr. Daniel Ryan, pastor 
of St: -Rose of Lima, sees 
Mrs. Murphy as a “‘woman 
of intense love for the poor 
and with a constant abiding 
faith in the providence of 
God.” 


Mrs. Murphy’s efforts are 
called to the attention of 
parishioners regularly in the 
parish bulletin. 


“I GOT MY love for the 
priests and the poor from my 
mother,’’ says Mrs. Murphy. 
Her mother was Mrs. Mary 
Miksza, active in her Jersey 
City, N.J., parish for 50 
years. 


Mrs. Murphy, of Polish 
ancestry, quips that when 
she first teamed up with her 
Irish husband, the late 
Joseph Murphy, to help the 
Mexicans, ‘‘we were a pretty 
good team.”’ 


“For years we were a little 
selfish and kept what we 
were doing for Tijuana to 
ourselves,’’ she confides. 


“WE DIDN’T want others 
to know. We would drive the 
six or seven miles to Tijuana 
several times a. week with 
our car loaded with sup- 
plies.” 


But one day the apostolate 
was too much for them 
alone. Help had to come 
from somewhere. And _ it 
came from parishioners and 
Msgr. Ryan. It wasn’t easy 
but word spread slowly until 
more and more people 
became aware of the need. 


Now, Mrs. Murphy says, 
every Monday and Thurs-

The pride of Riverside 


A home-grown product of this diocese, and par- 
ticularly of Riverside, is well on his way to making a 
major impact on the Universal Church. The in- 
stallation last week of Bishop John R. Quinn as head of 
the largest diocese in size in the United States, while 
he is the youngest Ordinary, tells the story of his rapid 
rise to a position of prominence in the Church. 


Born in Riverside only 42 years ago, John Quinn 
went to St. Francis de Sales school. When he was five 
years old in 1934 Father Peter Lynch became pastor 
there, and the young Quinn boy received his first 
Communion at this priest’s hands. 


Msgr. Lynch is still pastor of the church, nearly 40 
years in the saddle, and was one of the first to 
congratulate Bishop Quinn at the Mass in his honor 
before he left for Oklahoma, as our picture showed 
last week. What a joy for the monsignor, whose 
devotion to his Church has helped to produce such a 
notable son, obviously destined for great things. 


Lover of Newman 


Bishop Quinn, as many know, is fond of quoting 
Cardinal John Henry Newman, and has one of the 
best local private collections of books on the noted 
English convert of the 19th century (1801-1890). 

At the farewell luncheon with priests of this diocese, 
the bishop was presented with a portrait of Newman 
he had long admired — it used to hang in the seminary 
of which he was rector, and then moved with him to his 
offices on the Alcala Park campus. 


Wrong initials again 


As my picture shows, Bishop Quinn, left is 
examining the new inscription with Father Donald 
Kulleck, right, president of the Priests’ Senate, at the 
presentation. They might well ponder. An old error, 
which for years had marked the picture was the in- 
correct initials ‘L.H.’ for Newman. The new in- 
scription continued the error, making perhaps un- 
fortunate history. 


‘As I got up to take the photograph, Bishop Quinn 
quipped ‘‘You looked so well when you were younger,” 
referring to the portait of the other Newman. 


In more serious vein the bishop paid tribute to my 
illustrious namesake when he told the priests: 
“‘Newman was a man ahead of our time — but a man 
of our time. He loved his faith and he lived it.”’ 


The esthetic and sensitive face of Cardinal Newman 
in the portrait appeared to appreciate the com- 
pliment. 


Is smoking moral? 


Bishop Quinn is-something of an esthete himself. He 
eats and drinks sparingly, does not smoke and keeps 
mentally and physically fit by the right kind of 
exercise for both faculties. 
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In this national education week on smoking it’s 
useful to have some examples of those who can do 
without the noxious weed. I have come full circle on 
this. It was once my responsiblity professionally to try 
to persuade the world to buy tobacco from one of the 
world’s largest producing nations. I now head a 
commission which works just as hard to try to get 
people to drop the habit, as we know how much 
damage it causes to health. 


Watch out for non-smokers demanding more of their 
rights to unpolluted air. Several stores already ban 
smoking while airlines offer non-smoking sections. 
Perhaps we can hope for non-smoking restaurants 
sometime, which many of us would happily support. 


Is there a moral issue involved in continuing to 
indulge a habit which can cause premature death? 


‘Playboy’ or SC in navy? 


If the hedonistic cult of Hugh Heffner, as 
promulgated profitably by Playboy magazine, is 
allowed to be bought for navy consumption, why not a 
little Christian literature as well? 


The news that the commander of the 5th Coast 
Guard District, Norfolk, Va., has canceled govern- 
ment purchased subscriptions for the sex magazine is 
good. But how is it that money can be spent this way in 
the first place — even recreation fund money derived 
from commisariat profits? 


We haven’t noticed a great demand for the Southern 
Cross for navy or army clubs around the diocese. But 
if the gospel of Heffner is allowed, why not some part 
of the voice of Christianity? 


As part of the SC optimum cover plan just started, 
we will gladly supply any chaplain with copies of SC 
for suitable distribution on bases here. So let’s 
hear it from you, navy. 


The circulation plan has become national news and 
is receiving close attention in other dioceses. Thanks 
to the enlightened cooperation of pastors and priests in 
this diocese last week’s SC went to more than 50,000 


subscribers, and there are several thousands or - 


more being added to the list at present.

If we lack integrity and credibility, so do those 
who represent us. These regular attacks on the 
credibility of the administration of the United 
States are not only for those in high office to 
ponder. 


So where do 
we stand, particularly we Christians?

Yet Flavius Josephus tells us that Herod 
drowned his son-in-law, murdered his own sons Alexander 
and Aristobulus and strangled his wife Mariamne. 


He had his oldest son killed five days before his own death 
and left orders that the leaders in the country were to be 
killed when Herod himself died so there would be general 
mourning at his own funeral. 

Adam and Eve learned the hard way that every immoral 
act has an equal and opposite reaction for when they 
disobeyed God the earth disobeyed them. (Genesis 3) 

St. Paul makes this more specific: ‘‘Don’t delude yourself 
into thinking God can be cheated: where a man sows, there 
he reaps: if he sows in the field of self-indulgence he will get a 
harvest of corruption out of it; if he sows in the field of the 


Spirit he will get from it a harvest of eternal life.’’ (Galatians 


6:7+) 

This explains what happened to Herod in Acts 12:21+: “A 
day was fixed, and Herod, wearing robes of state and en- 
throned on a dais, made a speech to them. The people ac- 
claimed him with, ‘It is a god speaking, not a man!’ and at 
that moment the angel of the Lord struck him down, because

Greater concern, 
drama, ecumenism 


for Church in ‘72 


THE YEAR 1972 promises many dramatic 
developments and decisions of far-reaching 
consequence for religion on the national and 
international levels. The docket already in- 
cludes: 


—Retirement of Dr. Eugene Carson Blake as 
head of the World Council of Churches in August. 


—Decisions from the U.S. Supreme Court on 
abortion, capital punishment, church taxation 
and religious liberty. 


—Renewed efforts to pass a ‘‘prayer amend- 
ment”’ in Congress. 


—First responses in June of nine U.S. Protestant 
denominations to a plan of union drafted by the 
Consultation on Church Union (COCU). 


—Opening of the trial of the “‘Harrisburg 8,” a 
group of antiwar activists. 


—Mushrooming attention to evangelism in all 
Churches. 


—Some clearer indications on whether the 
“Jesus People’? movement is a fad or the 
beachhead of a great spiritual revival. 


THERE ARE ALSO “‘possible’’ but by no 
means certain happenings ahead, such as Pope 
Paul traveling to Melbourne, Australia, for the 
40th Eucharist Congress in February; the pontiff 
announcing ‘‘more democratic’’ procedures for 
papal elections and the Catholic Church in. the 
U.S. joining the National Council of Churches. 


And there are rumors and speculations: 


—Will Pope Paul apply the rule on the 
retirement of bishops at age 75 to himself on his 


birthday in September? Or will the extension of. 
~’ the age limit to 80 for prelates on the Curia be 


applied? 


. Pope Paul VI Eugene Carson Blake 


—Can greater flexibility in Soviet policies on 
Jewish emigration be expected? 


—What will be the upshot of tentative steps 
toward peace among Protestants and Catholics 
in Northern Ireland? 


THE RETIREMENT of Dr. Blake, a United 
Presbyterian from the U.S., as general secretary 
of the World Council of Churches is not expected 
to cause significant changes in the direction of 
the global Protestant-Orthodox organization. 
Selection of a successor — who probably will be 
neither an American nor a European — could 
denote a shift, long in the making, away from 
WCC control by Westerners. ; 


In the U.S., church-state relations may 
dominate the religious news. A group of 30 
Congressmen has pledged to fight for a modified 
“prayer amendment” guaranteeing the right of 
silent prayer and meditation in public schools. 


The Supreme Court will decide whether anti- 
abortion laws violate the constitutional rights of 
pregnant women; whether capital punishment is 
lawful; whether income-producing property 
(specifically a Baptist parking lot in Miami) 
claimed as essential to a church program can be 
tax exempt and whether Amish people must 
conform to compulsory education laws. 


WITH OR WITHOUT new legal or ec- 
clesiastical action, fresh chapters will be written 
in the struggle for public aid to parochial 
schools, with U.S. Catholic dioceses ‘facing 
financial deficits and school closings. Passage of 
voucher or tax credit plans to aid parents of 
children in non-public schools is not  in- 
conceivable, but will prove a thorny issue. 


Discussion of the degree to which Churches 
can take part in political matters without for- 
feiting income tax exemption will escalate. 


The interrelation of politics and conscience 
will no doubt arise in the trial of the ‘‘Harrisburg 
Eight,” a group — mostly Catholic — accused of 
conspiring to kidnap Presidential Adviser Henry 
Kissinger and to blow up Washington heating 
pipes to show opposition to the Vietnam war. The 
eight deny the charges but are not averse to a 
judicial platform to argue against U.S. foreign 
policy. 

PREDICTABLE ecumenical highlights in- 
clude the response of the nine Consultation on 
Church Union denominations to a union plan 
projecting a ‘‘Church of Christ Uniting’ and a 
final ‘“‘stop’’ or ‘‘go’’ vote by the Church of 
England on a dangling merger plan with British 
Methodists. 


In 1972, private, informal talks among the NCC 
Churches, non-Council Protestants and Catholics 
are likely to intensify and could surface in a 
broadly ecumenical organization. Should the 
U.S. Catholic Church join a_ restructured 
National Council — made up now of Protestant 
and Orthodox groups — the move would 
culminate years of dialogue. 


A late.1971 agreement on the Holy Eucharist 
by an international committee of Anglican and 
Catholic theologians can be expected to receive 
wide ecumenical study. 
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THE SHAPING of ministries relevant to the 
1970s, more sympathetic dialogue across the so- 
called ‘‘generation gap,” personal commitment 
and heightened interest in evangelism are 
potential trends. Many groups will be preparing 
for an evangelical-led, ecumenical campaign 
called ‘‘Key ’73”’ and set for 1973. 


Seven of the ‘Harrisburg Eight’ defendants 


While social actions will remain important in 
those denominations which have stressed that 
area of ministry, an across-the-board revival of 
spiritual awareness seems imminent. 


Dr. Lyle E. Schaller, a close observer of 
religious trends, has said: ‘“American Churches 
(in 1972) will be reflecting a new and far greater 
interest in the place and power of the Holy Spirit 
in the lives of both individuals and institutions. 
For many this will be the most important, or 
even the only significant trend of the year.” 


ALMOST ALL projects for religion in ’72 have 
a focus on young people, either in listening to 
what youths are saying or in planning ways to 
reach the student generation. This mirrors the 
impact of ‘‘Jesus People,” high registration in ‘ 
college religion courses and a general social 
preoccupation with youth. 


The months immediately ahead will probably 
tell the story on the importance of the ‘‘Jesus 
People,” indicating whether the fundamentalist 
movement is but another fad or will have lasting 
influence. 


Increased church concern for the aging can 
also be anticipated during the year. And women 
promise to be more vocal and visible in religious 
affairs. 


CHURCH FINANCING will be prominent in 
the news. Continued study of denominational 
investment policies is slated. Devaluation of the 
dollar may take a heavy toll in overseas mission 
programs. If 1971 trends hold up, contributions to 
Churches are likely to stop their downward 
movement and stabilize. 


DR. SCHALLER, in his discussion of 1972’s 
outlook, believes that ‘‘caring’’ among 
Christians will be a highlight in local parishes. A 
host of voices hope that ‘‘caring’’ among the 
whole human family will be the most memorable 
reality of 1972.

Our hosts were Father 
George Oller and Rev. Fred 
Tracy, whose years at Norco 
and elsewhere as. chaplain 
have well earned him top 
seniority. 

The hundreds of men who 
pass through CRC are

OUT COME all the 
hangups. Words flow in 
torrents as men talk out their 
problems, their hates, their 
loves and their lives. 


The big problem is what 
has landed them in Norco — 
for some, a $150 a day habit 
which needs to be fed, 
whether its heroin, mor- 
phine, methedrine, speed, 
LSD or what, from opiates to 
mind benders. 


When you need a fix and 
need the money you rob a 
gas station or a bank. You 
might use a gun. For many it 
is a matter of progression 
from petty theft to armed 
robbery — to feed a habit. 


IN NORCO they can try to 
get away from the junkie 
habit. It’s not withdrawal — 
that’s taken care of in the 
few days between arrest and 
Norco incarceration, usually 
in the county jail. 

“It’s not so bad as. the 
movies make out,’ Fred 
Tracy tells you. ‘‘With- 
drawal symptoms are like a 
bad dose of flu — all over ina 
few days.”

Then there are more than

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‘Playboy’ ad has new twist 


Appeal made for vocations 


PIKESVILLE, Md. 
(RNS)—An_ 800-year-old 
order of Catholic priests and 
Brothers purchased a $10,000 
full-page ad in Playboy 
magazine because, as the 
order’s vocations director 
explained, “I wanted to get 
the most mileage from my 
advertising dollar.” 


The Order of the Most Holy 
Trinity, also known as the 
Trinitarians, is experiencing 
a drastic decline in vocations 
and for Father Joseph Lupo, 
OSST, it seemed that drastic 
measures were needed to 
reverse the trend. The 
Trinitarians have fewer than 
100 priests and Brothers in 
the U.S. 


“We've gotten more 
responses to this ad than any 
other we ever ran,”’ he said, 
stressing that there was ‘‘no 
attempt to get~publicity for 
the order or cause any 
disputes.”’ 


FATHER LUPO, reached 
at Sacred Heart Monastery 
here, said he did not want to 
say at this time how many 
resonses the ad brought—“‘it 


would be misleading.” 


But he did say he was 
“extremely happy” with the 
replies because ‘‘they came 
from the guys we are looking 
for, guys in their second or 
third year of college who are 
interested in serving...” 


The ad,.in the January 
issue of Playboy, is similar 
to those placed by the order 
in religious ‘publications. 


ACKNOWLEDGING that 
his move ,was ‘‘pretty 
daring’’ because of the 
magazine’s content and 
reputation, the priest said, 
“T gave it a lot of thought...I 
realized there would be 
negative reactions.” 


Biggest feature of 
January’s Playboy was its 
pictorial layout of nude 
Playmates of the Month. 


A different order with a 
similar name, the 
Missionary Servants of the 
Most Holy Trinity, also with 
houses in Maryland, asked 
that news stories distinguish 
between the two orders.

‘| love you’ is more than words 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking... about the need to declare 
ourselves, where we stand, what we 
believe, what we desire. 

It is in the expression that ideas and 
beliefs are given form and substance. 
Often we may not even be aware what 
we think or believe until we are forced 
into some statement or affirmation of 
the principles which direct _us. 

At times we may be amazed at the 
thoughts and insights which emerge 
when we are pressed for a declaration. 
It is almost as though they were not the 
product of our minds, but came into 
existence as the words were spoken. 

POLITICIANS understand the im- 
portance of the spoken commitment. 
Their campaign stands are in effect 
promises, declarations of purpose, of 
direction, belief. 

Father Don C. Benjamin, O Carm, 
cites-the difference between the spoken 
and unspoken commitment as the 
difference between man and beast. The 
making of covenants, promises and 
agreements is an essentially human 
process. 

John, who chose his words carefully, 
begins his gospel with the verse: ‘‘In 
the beginning was the Word; the Word 
was with God and the Word was God.”’ 
The Word was and is Christ, the human 
expression of God’s love and -com- 
mitment to men. 

LOVE, COMPASSION, concern, 
commitment become real only when 
expressed, either in words or actions. 
They assume an identity and confirm 
our own identity only when offered to 
others. 

“Nothing belongs to you until you 
give it away,”’ a friend often tells me. 
Only when you have voiced it to 
someone else, does an experience, 
belief or opinion become integrated 
into your personality. Only then does it 
acquire a true value, an authentic 
form. 


Has Your Life Been Worth Living? 


Or has it been plagued with sickness, frustration, 
loneliness, confusion, boredom, hopelessness, worry 


and fear? 


Unexpressed emotions, unidentified 
impulses, non-verbalized concepts are 
at best nebulous, elusive things. There 
is nothing to grasp, nothing on which to 
reflect. 


A CHRISTIAN who does _ not 
proclaim his Christianity is little more 
than a contradiction. Christ professed 
his faith with every breath he drew. 
When he spoke, it was in affirmation of 
his existence in the Father and the 
Father’s in him. 


He lived as an expression of God’s 
love. This is the Christian calling. To 
live as an expression of love, as a 
profession of faith. 


But always there is the requisite of 
honesty. Often we do not mean what the 
words say. How many times does that 
most beautiful and fundamental 
declaration “I love you,” actually 
mean ‘‘Love me. I need you to bolster 
my self-esteem. I need your admiration 
to build my self-image. I will be nice to 
you so that you may be nice to me and 
make me feel good’’? 


IT IS NEVER enough only to say that 
we love. It is not enough to say that we 
-are Christian. The claims must be 
defined — and they must be defined in 
words which speak to us as much as to 
others. 


We can only know how far short of 
the ideal we fall when we have to an- 
swer the question: ‘‘What do you mean 
by that? What does that mean to you?” 


The spoken word stands _ in 
judgement on us. We declare ourselves 
and our lives either vindicate or indict 
us. 


IT IS A VERY solemn and awesome 
thing to assert ‘I am a Christian.” It 
lays on us the burden of proof. It 
demands of us a way of life in which 
Christ would feel comfortable. 


The word, as John was trying to tell 
us, must truly be made flesh.

before first Communion 


NEW YORK (RNS) — 
Although more than half of 
the U.S. Catholic dioceses 
now permit first communion 
before confession, the 
Vatican’s Congregation for 
thé Clergy recommends just 
the reverse — adherence to 
traditional norms, 


Writing in the December 
issue of Homiletic and 
Pastoral Review, Cardinal 
John Wright, American-born 
prefect of the congregation, 
explained that delaying 
confession until after first 
communion may prolong 
and settle sinful habits — 
“more difficult to correct 
than to prevent.” 


“These are habits that 
communion without previous 
confession will hardly help 
the child to discover and 
discontinue, since there will 
then be lacking the personal 
consultation with the priest 
which helps to bring to 
surface personal conflicts 
that the child does not 
confide even to his parents,” 
the cardinal said. 


GUIDELINES on first 
confession and first com- 
munion for children are 
contained in an annex to the 
new General Catechetical 
Directory, issed by the 
Vatican congregation 
headed by Cardinal Wright. 

The English translation of 
the work has _ recently 
become available.

on the matter during their 
meeting in April. 

At present, 88 of 162 U.S. 
dioceses allow communion 
before confession — the 
latter usually occurs when 
the child reaches 
adolescence. 


CARDINAL Wright said 
that one of the abuses 
corrected by Pope St. Pius X 
in 1910 — when he issued a 
decree permitting first 
communion and first con- 
fession at about age 7 — was 
that of “depriving 
children...of the right of 
living in Christ through Holy 
communion, a right given by 
Baptism.” 

The lack of first confession 
in early years encourages 
the concealment of faults 
“which orients the child self- 
ward instead of God-ward, 
toward love of self rather 
than love of neighbor’’ the 
cardinal continued. 


Terming the delay of first 
confession ‘‘an ill-conceived 
pastoral practice,’’ Cardinal 
Wright ‘said that this is a 
“singularly perverse abuse 
destructive of the child’s 
discretion, sense of 
responsibility and spiritual 
rights.”’ 

ON THE OTHER hand, he 
added, confession will bring 
“the child to confront 
himself...to examine his 
conscience on his actions and 
consequently to feel sorry for 
whatever offenses he has 
done to God or neighbor.”’
